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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

2. Claims 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Liebert et al US 
5,219,083. 

Liebert '083, in the embodiment of figure 7, teaches a vial (1 ) and closure (20) which includes a 
cylindrical outward-facing neck-contacting surface (30) which forms an angle. It is not explicitly clear what 
the angle comprises. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the stopper of Liebert '083, forming the stopper cylindrical portion such that it forms an 
angle of between 120 and 160 degrees, and more specifically an angle of 135 degrees +/- 10 degrees, or 
any other suitable angle, motivated by the benefit of an optimal sealing configuration. A change in form 
or shape is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art, absent any showing 
of unexpected results. In re Dailey et al., 149 USPQ 47. Furthermore, it has been held that where the 
general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Regarding the curved lower surfaces of the stopper, just below element line (30), Examiner notes 
the instant figure 1 A which also shows a slight curve on the bottom portion just below element line (21 B).

3. Claims 1-2, 4-13 and 17 are allowed.
